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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 4 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent 
form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is 
required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper 
dependent form. Claim 1 , the claim the objectionable claim depends from does not 
disclose a linear alkylene-OH containing ether. The claim is broader than claim 1. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1 , 5, 14 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the Invention. 

4. Claims 5 and 14 contain improper Markush language. For proper Markush 
language there has to be an "and" conjunction between the last two members of the 
group. 

5. In claims 1 and 1 6 both references to linear or branched -(C2-C10) alkylene-OH 
have to be cancelled, because this way the claims do not make sense. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 
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7. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Vollkommet et 
al. 4,119,612. 

8. The rejection imposed in the previous Office action is maintained. The intended 
use does not change the composition. The compound disclosed by Vollkommer et al. 
inherently possesses the same fire-retardant properties as the compounds claimed by 
applicants. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 8-13 and 15 are allowed. 

10. Claims 2, 3, 5, 14 and 20-24 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to 
include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

1 1 . Claims 1 and 1 6 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
